Below are the numbers I get, note the parking, some of it above ground, which coupled with 
the other factors I mentioned in my previous email (setbacks, atria, irregular shapes) could 
easily account for the apparent discrepancy.

Based on the attached building permits, these are the building sf s I come with. 

732 S Spring = 286,177 sf 
755 S Spring = 284,288 sf 

Both buildings are supposed to be 24 stories per the pennits. 

When I multiply the lot size by the number of stories, I get sf s that are much larger than 
the sf s per the building permits. 

Can you please check whether I am missing something?
